Why is it necessary for employees to 
have their saleschecks stamped for 
Employees' Allowance? 

The stamping of the salescheck pro¬ 
vides a place for the employee's sig¬ 
nature and shows that the goods were 
actually bought by an employee thus 
making it impossible to claim allow¬ 
ance on goods purchased by other 
persons. 

Are Employees' Allowances charged 
against the Company or directly to 
the Department? 

At one time Allowances were 
charged against the department in 
which the merchandise was bought. 
Several years ago this was changed 
and the charge was pro rated against 
all merchandise departments selling 
merchandise on which employees re¬ 
ceive allowances. Changes in this 
method are under consideration. 

Why do we not have an inter-com 
system in the Store to assist people in 
locating one another? 

The installation of a public address 
system has been the subject of many 
employee suggestions and has been 
given serious consideration. Those in 
charge of these matters believe that 
installing such a system would have 
a disturbing and distracting effect. 
This is why we do not have one. 

When an employee has been away 
from work because of illness, can he 
bring his retirement annuity pay¬ 
ments up to date? 

If he wishes he may make contri¬ 
butions to the Plan for the period of 
his absence, providing that such con¬ 
tributions are made in the same year 
as that in which the absence occurred.
